Thomas Morley was borm in 1557. He became a pupil of Byrd 
and a chorister of St. Paul’s Cathedral. After graduating at 
Oxford he returned to London and was appointed Organist at the 
Cathedral. This post he resigned when elected in 1592 a gentle- 
man of the Chapel Royal. In 1598 he was granted a patent, by 
which he enjoyed the exclusive right of printing books of music. 
SHAKESPEARE was undoubtedly familiar with Morley’s compositions 
and compilations. 

Among the twenty-four madrigals in his collection are those 
beginning with the lines, ‘‘ Sweetly pleasing singest thou.” ‘‘ Come 
lovers foorth, Come lovers foorth, addresse you to admyrer.” ‘‘ Loe 
Ladies where my love comes, all clad in greene and youthfuil ” 
she showes it.” ‘Loe how my colour rangeth, and death to life 
exchaungeth.”’ “The Nightingale that sweetly, sweetly doth 
complayne,” and ‘‘ Say sweet Phillis, what thy will is.”
